Mow Do Von Conserve Soil. 

The following information tak¬ 
en from the May 8th issue of 
Seedtime and Harvest should be 
cf interest to everyone who is 
genuinely concerned about main¬ 
taining the fertility of the soil. 
Southern Alberta farmers led the 
way in developing and using' mea¬ 
sures designed to control erosion 
by wind. During the past few 
years, erosion by water has be¬ 
come a very serious matter on 
many farms throughout the dist¬ 
rict. Gullying from water erosion 
can be observed on many fields. 
This form of water erosion, while 
readily seen is not as difficult to 
control as sheet erosion. 

The following suggestions, con¬ 
cerning the control of erosion as 
made by Dr. F. G. Greanery are 
practical and can be used to ad¬ 
vantage. 

Our greatest extravagance in 
Western Canada today is the need¬ 
less waste of fertile farm land. 
Extravagance means living be¬ 
yond one’s means and we have 
been doing exactly that with our 
prairie topsoil and surplus waters. 
Unless we mend our ways, this 
extravagance, which fi reducing 
the productivity each year of mil¬ 
lions of acres of our best farm 
land, will eventually render West¬ 
ern Canada one of the ‘ have-not” 
countries of the world. The fact u 
we can, if we will, protect and 
conserve our soils. 

Here are some of the things ev¬ 
ery farmer in Western Canada 
can do this year. 

1. Use suitable, approved eros¬ 
ion-control practices to stop wash¬ 
ing and blowing. 

2. Stop excessive cultivation of 
land that washes or blows easily. 

3. Hold the rain that falls on the 
land for the use of crops, grasses, 
trees, livestock, and for other pur¬ 
poses. 

4. Use tillage, trash cover, and 
cropping practices that will pro¬ 
tect the soil and retard run-off 
from rains and melting snows. 

5. Use manure and fertilizer 
where needed, in the right 
amounts and at the right time.

6. Plaint trees, grasses, legumes 
on land too poor to grow crops 
profitably; also on areas too steep 
or shallow to plow. 

7. Eliminate over-grazing when 
grass is thin and dhort by practic¬ 
ing controlled or rotational graz¬ 
ing. 

8. Improve your native pastures 
and planted grasslands through 
better management. 

J>. Stop burning stubble. Instead, 
use the stubble to maintain a good 
trash cover during the summer- 
fallow year. 

10. Plan and use a well-balancect 
cropping program, which includes 
grasses and legumes. 

According to Dr. Hugh. H. Ben¬ 
nett, the father of the soil conser¬ 
vation movement in the United 
States, these and other sound 
farming practices which protect 
the land and increase production, 
arc the real tools of soil conserva¬ 
tion. Through their continual use 
prairie farmers cam save the top¬ 
soil which the future security and 
prosperity of Western Canada de¬ 
pends on. Soil and water conserva¬ 
tion can be effective and perm¬ 
anent. But in order to get the job 
done right, good land use and 
conservation measures must 'be 
practiced every year on every 
farm in Western Canada. Save 
your own soil ^nd encourage your 
neighbors to practice soil conser¬ 
vation measures in 1952. 


Great Development Seen 


Final agreement was reached 
last Thursday between the School 
fommittee of the County of Vul¬ 
can and the County teachers in 
the salary negotiaions which have 
been carried on for the past two 
months. Under the new agreement 
which will become effective on 
September 1st, 1952, the following 
schedule will apply: 

Minimum salary $1850.00 per 
year. Increases will be allowed at 
the rate of $150.0f) per year for 
feur years experience, and $100.00 
per year for an additional four 
years experience up to a maximum 
of $1000.00. The sum of $60.00 per 
year per credit will be allowed for 
University training up to a maxi¬ 
mum of $900.00'for the first de¬ 
gree and $360.00 for a second de¬ 
gree. Principals of schools will be 
paid at the rate of $100.00 per 
room exclusive of their own room 
for supervision and vice-principals 
will be paid at 50 .per cent of the 
rate for principals. 

A clause in the contract will 
permit sick leave to accumulate 
for three years or a total of 60 
days. 

Under the terms of the new 
contract a teacher witli eight 
years experience will be paid a 
minimum salary of $2,850.00 per 
year. A teacheF with eight years 
experience, and a University de¬ 
gree will receive $3,750.00. The av¬ 
erage salary per teacher under the 
new agreement will be approxi- 


Husky-Phillips 
To Drill Again 

The Husky-Phillips team are 
preparing a new drilling site 
south-east of Vulcan. The wildcat 
well will be drilled on the John 
Roebuck farm, three miles south 
and three miles east of Vulcan. 
IThis is in the same general area 
as the Husky-Phillips well drilled 
two years ago on the O. B. Roe 
farm. This first well failed' to find 
oil in commercial quantities and 
was abandoned. 

At the Shell-C & E well south¬ 
west of Vulcan drilling is continu¬ 
ing at about 7200 feet. It is under¬ 
stood that a second well is being 
planned for this area.

Problems Presented By 
Increased School Populat’n 


Many New Oil and Gas 
Discoveries This Year 


During the first 4H months of 
this year there were 54 indicated 
discoveries of cryde oil and/or 
gas in Western Canada, a record 
rate averaging about one discov¬ 
ery every two days. Twenty ot 
tho6e wells found oil or oil encour¬ 
agement, while 34 struck natural 
gas or wet gas flows. 

Although all the new oil and 
gas finds so far this year may not 
prove to yield commercial volume, 
the fact still remains that the 
strikes are being made at a rate 
considerably higher than ever be¬ 
fore record'd in the nations pet¬ 
roleum history. A number of the 
oil discovery wells have been plac¬ 
ed on steady production, testing 
operations are being continued at 
others, while still other indicated 


oil strikes have been abandoned 
after failing to yield commercial¬ 
ly. All the gas discovery wells 
completed have either been aban¬ 
doned or capped, awaiting an 
available market outlet for- their 
product. 

Alberta, the western province 
which is receiving the lion’ji share 
of exploratory activity accounted 
for over 70 per cent of the discov¬ 
eries so far this year, 39 in all. 
Sixteen of those strikes were oil 
or indicated oil discoveries, all but 
two being on the central plains of 
the province. The remaining 23 
strikes were gas finds, which 
makes the rate of natural gas dis¬ 
covery in Alberta during the init¬ 
ial 105 day period of 1952 greater 


mately $3,075.00 per year. At the 
present time there are 53 teach¬ 
ers in the county and it is esti¬ 
mated t'ha the total teachers sal¬ 
aries for the ensuing year will 
amount to approximately $180,- 
000.00. 

Present indications are that the 
teaching staff will be increased by 
tlie addition of six or seven teach¬ 
ers. This will be necessary to ac¬ 
commodate the extra roofns to 
take care of additional enrolment 
this year. Plans are being made to 
open four extra rooms in the lo¬ 
cal school at Vulcan. 


than one new gas strike every 
five days. 

It is anticipated that the dis¬ 
covery rate, for both oil and gas, 
will be further increased as oper¬ 
ators intensify their exploratory 
program during the summer 
months. At the present time there 
are some 73 drilling rigs working 
at wildcats in Alberta, and' addit¬ 
ional rigs are being brought in, 
scheduled to drill at exploratory 
ventures in this' province. 

Among the areas that yielded 
oil discoveries or gave indication 
of new oil pools during the Initial 
4 \i months of this year are: Bash¬ 
aw-Spotted Lake, Beaverhlll Lake 
Bonnie Glen, Cartwose two strikes 
Duhamel, Hamelin Creek, Leduo- 
Calmar. Malmo, Manawan Lake, 
Nevis, New Norway, Saddle Lake. 
South Stettler, Twining-Three 
Hills, Vulcan-Nanton. 

A sizeable boost in Alberta’s 
gas reserves have been effected so 
far in 1952 by the province’s 23 
indicated gas discoveries, and by 
the numerous other wells that 
have been rated as extension suc¬ 
cesses to already discovered gas 
fields. If the province decides to 
export natural gas in greater vol¬ 
ume than already specified, the 
gas discovery rate will climb con¬ 
siderably, as numerous of the gas 
strikes have been made only inci¬ 
dental to the search for oil. A fur¬ 
ther market outlet for gas re¬ 
serves would add greater incentive 
to the petroleum explorers.

Water destined by nature to 
flow into the Arctic Ocean may 
some day find itself in the Hud¬ 
son’s Bay. If a plan drafted by the 
Water Resources Office of the Al¬ 
berta Government is put into ef¬ 
fect. 

In a report entitled “Possible. 
Diversion from the Arctic Water¬ 
shed to the Saskatchewan (Hud¬ 
son’s Bay) Drainage Basin," a 
plan is presented whereby the Mc¬ 
Leod, Pembina, Lobstick and Wolf 
Rivers would be diverted into the 
North Saskatchewan River. 

Ta Increase Vatumr of Water 

Officials of the Water Resources 
Office are Uklng a long range 
view of the plan and would use 
such a scheme for Increasing the 
volume of water rath«r than to 
provide water power. 

Large quantities of water now 
are being diverted from the South 


Saskatchewan drainage for irriga¬ 
tion purposes in southern Alberta, 
and as more dry areas are devel¬ 
oped, a smaller supply of water 
will flow to Saskatchewan and 
Manitoba. Alberta officials foresee 
the day when the neighboring 
provinces could complain of water 
shortages, so the diversion plan is 
designed to compensate for water 
used in the south. 

Other factors are the proposed 
scheme to divert water from the 
North, Saskatchewan to the Red 
Deer River for irrigation in the 
Hanna area, and the increased 
water consumption by the growing 
city of Edmonton. In addition, 
sprinkler irrigation could be used 
in the Edmonton area and control¬ 
led water could be of use in sew¬ 
age dilution. 

* Although not a factor in the 
present plan, the report admits 


that power possibilities would ex¬ 
ist in such a diversion scheme. 

The area diverted to the Sask¬ 
atchewan River would cover about 
4,500 square miles where the an¬ 
nual runoff is approximately 2,- 
250,000 acre feet. This would take 
about 1,000,000 acre feet of water 
from the Arctic drainage and di¬ 
vert it into the North Saskatche¬ 
wan. 

The first .step would be to con¬ 
struct a da,ii on the McLeod Riv¬ 
er and divert water via a canal to 
the Lobstick River. The canal 
would cross Wolf River which also 
would be damned and diverted. 
From the Lobstick the water 
would flow into Chip Lake to the 
Pembina River. A dam would di¬ 
vert the Pembina ' and a canal 
4buld carry the water across the 
height of land between the two 
drainage areas. 


Diversion Routes 

The canal coaid be diverted ei¬ 
ther into Wabamun Lake and 
reach the North Saskatchewan 
River above Edmonton, or flow 
into Round Lake. Isle Lake, Lac 
Sle. Anne, and along the Sturgeon 
River through Big Lake to the 
Saskatchewan. This would release 
water below Edmonton near Fort 
Saskatchewan. 

Geological reports indicate that 
most of the lakes in this area are 
remnants of one large lake, so 
that the basin between them, 
would be ideal for water storage. 
The report states that while such 
a scheme would be expensive, it is 
quite feasible from an engineer¬ 
ing viewpoint. 

Drainage basins of the rivers are 
MoLeorff 1.9CX) square miles; Pem¬ 
bina, 1,700 square miles; Lobstick, 
500 square miles .and Wolf, 400 


square miles. This makes a total 
of 4,500 square miles of drainage 
area. 

The main stream of the Atha¬ 
basca River, into which these riv¬ 
ers normally flow, would likely be 
unaffected by such a diversion 
and impounded water could be re¬ 
leased during low water periods. 

The Prairie Provinces Water 
Board is at present establishing 
allocations of water from the 
Saskatchewan River and soon a 
definite maximum wlH be placed 
on the amount of water Alberta 
may take from this drainage sys¬ 
tem. The diversion scheme re¬ 
mans as a possinlc source of wat¬ 
er in the event that Alberta re¬ 
quires more than the allocation al¬ 
lows. However, the allocation is 
expected to be large enough that 
such a move would not be requir¬ 
ed for several years. 


Meetings of the school commit¬ 
tee of the County of Vulcan No. 2 
and the County council were held 
lust week on Thursday and Fri¬ 
day. At the school committee 
meeting, the matter of teachers’ 
salaries was discussed and it was 
noted that no settlement was 
reached with the teachers bar¬ 
gaining agent, Mr. G. E. Callbeck, 
and the committee at a meeting 
held on May 8th At that meeting 
the bargaining agent arn^, teach¬ 
ers' committee failed to reach an 
agreement with the School Com¬ 
mittee and the matter of salaries' 
was taken back to the teachers. 

Information was given to the 
school committee _that the teach¬ 
ers had again rejected, the offer 
and it appeared that a concilliator 
would be required with the result 
that the dispute would finally be 
referred to a board of arbitration. 
The opinion of the members of 
the school committee was that the 
delay would seriously hamper the 
engaging of sufficient staff to op¬ 
en schools on September 1st this 
year, and conceded an extra $50.00 
on .the schedule offered to bring 
the minimum salary to $1850.00 
per year. This was accepted by the 
teachers veroally and a resolution 
was passed at the county school 
committee meeting agreeing to the 
new schedule. Information in re¬ 
spect to this is contained in an¬ 
other item in this issue. 

Van Service 

Members of the school commit¬ 
tee were concerned over the ris¬ 
ing costs of school van services, 
and discussed at some length the 
problems existing in conveyance of 
pupils. The vans which are operat¬ 
ing it) the county at the present 
time are costing more than was 
originally estimated this spring. 
ThexCommiUee’s policy is to let 
contracts to individual operators 
on the basis of 17 cents per mile 
for a half ton van and 21 cents per 
mile for a ton van. Special rates 
are also in effect for the larger 
custom built vans. The committee 
decided to make a survey of van 
costs, with a view to ascertain if 
it would be possible to have the 
vans owned by the county. It was 
felt that some saving could be 
made if the van service could be 
properly organised and handled as 
a public utility. 

A' motion was passed authorize 
ing the chairman of the school 
committee, Mr. McKay, an*d the 
Secretary Treasurer to attend the 
School Administration Refresher 
Course in Banff on June 3, 4 and 
5th. 

- Town Agreement 

It was moved by Mr. Matlock 
and carried that the County of 
Vulcan School Committee enter 
into a new agreement with the 
Town of Vulcan School District 
for a special requisition of $5,000 
per year from the Town of Vulcan. 

Bursaries 

/ It was moved by Mr. Matlock 
end carried that the Committee 
authorize bursaries in the sum of 
$300 to be granted to high school 
pupils who wish to go to Normal 
school this year. The bursaries 
would be granted on the recom¬ 
mendation of the Superintendent 
and approved by the Board. 

A motion was also passed adopt¬ 
ing the policy to supply free cer¬ 
tain pupil supplies on the basis of 
recommendations from the school 
principals and the Superintendent. 
The committee also passed a mot¬ 
ion to make an agreement with 
the Taber School Division for tu¬ 
ition at the rate of $3.00 per 
month per pupils aUending schools 
in the county who live in the Tab¬ 
er school division, and for pupils 
who live in the county attending 
the Taber schools. Transportation 
costs are to be paid at the ra,te of 
$1.00 per day per pupil by the 
County and Taber school division. 

1 Flan New Vulcan School 

The committee spent consider¬ 
able time going over the plans for 
the organization of the schools for 
the fall term and authorized a 
number of increases in staff as re¬ 
quired. It was noted that there 
will be a large increase in the 
school population in Vulcan and 
that it is likely that four new 
rooms will be opened. This will 
present a problem to the commit¬ 
tee in obtaining accommodation at 
the school. One solution was offer¬ 
ed that two rooms could be made 
from the basement room in the 
new school and that the building 
presently being used for shop and 
home economics be converted into 
class rooms. If this were done

Only Seven Votes 
Otn Money By-law 

Voting on the Town of Vulcan's 
By-law No. 272 to borrow the sum 
of $14,800 under the Self Liquidat¬ 
ing Projects Act for improvements 
and extensions to the waterworks 
system was held on Monday. In 
the lightest vote ever to be re¬ 
corded in Vulcan, seven ratepay¬ 
ers cast th“ir ballots—all in fav¬ 
or of the bylaw. 

Approximately 360 property 
owners were entitled to vote. The 
heaviest vote ever recorded here 
on a town by-law was in 1947 
when 206 out of 274 property own¬ 
ers voted on the^water and sewer 
system project. 


could not be offered the pupils in 
Vulcan this year. Arising from this 
discussion the matter of school ac¬ 
commodation in Vulcan was thor¬ 
oughly discussed and it appeared 
to the committee a new school in 
Vulcan was necessary in the near 
future. The Committee passed a 
resolution recommending to the 
county council that a by-law he 
passed to authorize the building of 
a new High School in Vulcan.

The school committee set up a 
sub-committee to inspect the var¬ 
ious schools with a view to recom¬ 
mending necessary decorating and 
repairing to oe done during the 
summer holidays. Authorization 
was also given to have a teacher- 
age moved from Queenstown to 
Milo. Another committee was set 
up to study the van opeiations for 
the ensuing term and make re¬ 
commendations and decide on var¬ 
ious routes to be established. 

County Council Meeting 

The May County council meet¬ 
ing was held on Friday, May 16th 
with all members present. A mo¬ 
tion was passed to hold the June 
meeting on June 20th owing to the 
fact that the regular day would be 
June 13th which is Farmers day 
and a Provincial Holiday.

While Western newspapers have 
taken a serious view of the fig¬ 
ures stated above, the general at¬ 
titude of their readers to them is 
apathetic. Nor missionary, no 
movement, no farmers’ organiza¬ 
tion and certainly no political 
party is exhorting Westerners to 
face and resolve this problem. The 
plain truth is that Western people 
in general are not interested in it. 

One reason for this is that while 
the loss of population may be 
plainly seen fh the country, with 
its ghost towns and abandoned 
farm houses, it may not lie seen 
so plainly in the-cities. 

But insofar as there has been an 
overall exodus from the prairies, 
these cities have sustained an ov¬ 
erall loss in their basic market for 
goods and services, that is, the 
home market. 

In Quest of Opportunity 

Another reason why the West 
takes a casual attitude toward its 
population losses is that Westerns 
have always been a mobile people. 

As their grandfathers migrated to 
Alberta, Saskatchewan and Mani¬ 
toba, so they in turn migrate to 
British Columbia. Ontario and the 
United States. They are looking 
for opportunity, and that is reas- 
rnable enough. But few Western¬ 
ers ask themselves; Why isn’t’ 
there more opportunity here at 
home? And few of those who do.
